ALLEGANY COVID-19 CASES NOW AT 267

CUMBERLAND, MD — The Allegany County Health Department reports five additional cases of
COVID-19, bringing the county’s cumulative total to 267. The latest cases involve a male in his
70s, a male and female in their 50s, and two females in their teens. None of them has required
hospitalization.

As of today, a total of 11,187 Allegany County residents have been tested for COVID-19 and
received results. Of those, 10,920 tested negative and 267 positive.
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
